Agricultural workers in the states 
studied were shown to have a much lower death rate than successful 
business and professional men. 


The mortality rate of agricultural workers per 1,000 population, 


between the ages of 15 and 64, was G.2 per cent. That of professional 
men was seven per cent. The highest rate, 13.1 per cent, was for un- 
skilled workers, while the rate for all classes was 8.7 per cent. Con- 
tributing factors to the high death rate in the unskilled class included 
diet housing, amount of medical care, contact with infected persons and 
low'income. Tuberculosis and pneumonia were the two most outstanding 
causes, with accidents ranking third.

Netherlands-otherwise known as Holland_in honor of a gracious w*e, j wayand^ow engme^quir^con- 
cautious and intelligent ruler, H. M. Queen Wilhelmina. It was on Aug- 
ust 31 1898 that Wilhelmina Helena Pauline Maria came of age and 
thus became Queen. She was 18. Her father, King Willem III, had died 
in 1890 and Her mother, good Queen Emma, had ruled as Regent. Now, 
lo- four decades, Wilhelmina has been sovereign of The Netherlanas, 
ruling over some 8,000,000 subjects in Europe and some 60,000,000 in the 
Dutch East Indies and ruling them in peace.

It is not surprising that Secretary Wallace in his disappointment 


•at the results of the New Deal .crop control and price-fixing program 
."should seek to answer criticism with statistics. The farmers' income 
' this year is figured at seven and a half billions, or about three billions 
" more than in 1932. But it is off about 15 per cent from 1937. 


Prices of wheat and cotton have- recently scored five-year lows.

Washington are carefully avoiding a 
referendum on marketing quotas 
either for corn or for wheat. They 
fear that the New Deal1 farm pro- 
gram is failing. 


Taxpayer's Headache 


Hence, many >things will be done 


between now and election to win- 
dow-dress farm prices, at the ex- 
pense of tax-payers. 
The promises 


already made will cost Uncle Sam 
about half a billion dollars with no 
beneficial results. Despite this huge 
outlay, the program onlr covers four 
major products whose share of total 
farm income is not more than 22 
per cent. For instance, wheat nor- 
mally contributes only 6 per cent 
and cotton only 10 per cent. This 
means that nearly 80 per cent of the 
total farm output is receiving no 
subsidies. Those farmers who are 
getting nothing, but who are helping 
to foot the tax bills, are unhappy. 


Everyone recognizes that we have 
a real farm problem. Consumption 
has been declining and our exports 
have been falling. The result is that 
we have more farm products than 
we can use. 
Consequently, prices 


are 
very low. Meanwhile 
union 


wages, rising taxes, and high tar-' 
iffs have boosted industrial costs: 
Hence, the prices the farmer rnust 
pay have gone up while the prices 
he gets have-gone down. In 1913, 
there was a good balance between 
agricultural and industrial prices, 


Today, however, the farmer's prod- 
ucts will .buy only 74 per cent as 
many industrial goods as they would 
buy twenty-five years ago. 
So a 


"farm 
program" 
is standard 
in 


every political platform. 


Seven Major Remedies 


The various remedies proposed by 


both Democrats and Republicans 
over. the- past few years can be 
boiled down into the following-: 


1. Regain our foreign markets: 


Secretary Hull is working bard along 
this line. 
Secretary Wallace has 


also just corr.e out with a plan to 
subsidize the sale of our wheat 
abroad. But if we want foreign na- 
tions to purchase more of our farm 
goods, we must buy more of their 
industrial goods so they can pay us. 
Lowering tariffs brings a terrible 
howl from 
manufacturers; while 


getting foreigners to buy again is 
easier said than done. Many na- 
tions, who were formerly not raising 
cotton or wheat, are now doing it 
satisfactorily. 


2. Reduce farm operating costs: 


One way is to cut the farmers' real 
estate taxes. Another is to stop the 
squandering; of public funds so that 
industrial taxes will be lower. This 
plan also involves reducing factory 
'wages and passing along both tax 
and wage savings by lowering the 
price of things the farmer must buy. 
Such a program, however, is not 
popular with the politicians. 


3. Make farming- a mode ojf-liv- 


inff: rhavc always felt that farm- 
| ing should be a mode of living. Our 
farm problem became acute when 
pleople tried to turn farming- into a 
"big business."

000,000 bales of cotton,—a full year's 
supply. Furthermore, if; we support 
the price of cotton, we ought.to sup- 
port tee price t>f beef, popcorn and 
eggplant. Can the Federal Govern- 
ment ever be successful in pegging 
the price of hundreds of products 
raised on 7.000,000 farms?

but it would mean a lot of human 
suffering.

7. Use farm products in industry: 


We cannot cut down the supply of

everything upside clown. Instead of 
working on a theory of making farm 
products scarce, let us work to in- 
crease the demand. 
Chemists can 


solve' the farm problem far more 
quickly than can our politicians. 
Every day new uses for'.farm prod- 
ucts are being found. Now they are 
making roads from cotton; wool 
from milk; automobile'parts from 
soy beans; motor fuel .from corn. 
Over a long period of" time, these 
and other new processes could in- 
crease the demand to equal the sup- 
Ply.

I 
feel, however, that it is not a ques- 
tion J3f 'deciding which is. the best 
of trie cures.
